Seven local doctors donated their professional time and w 
on hand to give physical check-ups to the registering children, 
Recreation Director Sam Me- 
Elfresh reports that several 
doctors will be available again 
next Monday for any late regis¬ 
trants who have been away on 
vacation or otherwise prevent¬ 
ed from meeting the original 
registration time. 

Day Camp, which has been 
organized to provide a care¬ 
fully-balanced program of edu¬ 
cation as well as recreation, 
will continue for two more 
weeks, until Aug. 5. 

Ranger McCloud and Council¬ 
man Henry Nuetzel shared the 
Monday afternoon spotlight. 

McCloud explained work of 
the foretry service, and Nuetzel 
related some of his experiences 
as an airlines pilot. 

By Tuesday afternoon, the 
children had been divided into 
13 groups of 15 children plus 
one group of 10. It is expected 
that at least one or two addi¬ 
tional groups will be formed 
when final registration has 
been completed. 

Each group has begun the 
construction of “home bases,” 
which are bamboo shelters that 
will serve as headquarters for 
the individual groups during 
Day Camp. 

Dr. Milton W. Valois, Sierra 
Madre dentist, will speak to 
the children this afternoon on 
fishing and care of the teeth. 

Mornings are conducted on 
a more individualized basis. 

After the 9 a.m. opening exer¬ 
cises, the children separate in¬ 
to three groups according to 
age and follow their assigned 
activities. These may consist 
of games, movies, craft work, 
dramatics instruction, music, 
dancing, motion pictures, stor¬ 
ies, or preparation for “cooking- 
ing out the noon meal.” 

According to McElfresh, the 
day’s program is always 
planned so that strenuous ac¬ 
tivities are supplemented with 
work that is less energetic. 

Tomorrow afternoon the chil¬ 
dren will hear Skipper Herb 
Kelley of the Sea Scouts ex¬ 
plain and demonstrate wood 
carving. 

While half of the campers 
are with Kelley, Fire Chief 
Jim Heasley will be talking to 
the other group about fire 
protection. Then, when both 
groups are combined, Heasley 
plans to give a demonstration 
with fire hoses and will sound 
the fire truck’s siren. 

Forest Ranger McCloud will 
again be with the campers 
Monday and Tuesday after¬ 
noons. He took the children on 
a conducted tour of the U.S. 

Forest Service Supply Depot 
last Tuesday. Tentative plans 
for July 26 call for a hike up 
to Chantry Flats. 

A horse-back riding expedi¬ 
tion for the older children has 
been scheduled for sometime 
next week, probably on Friday 
afternoon, McElfresh said. Mrs. 

Harold Drury and Mrs. Lee Em- 
bree will be in charge of this 
trip, he said. 

Councilman Nuetzel and Mc¬ 
Elfresh spent many hours last 
week in making last-minute 
preparations for the first day 
of camp. With the help of sev¬ 
eral city employees, the men 
erected a flag pole, weeded the 
baseball diamond, and var¬ 
nished ping pong tables. 

A plan has been proposed 
whereby counselors on the way 
to the Youth Hut in the morn¬ 
ing would pick up some of the 
smaller children from the west¬ 
ern districts of the city who 
otherwise would not be able to 
attend the camp. They probab¬ 
ly will be picked up at the 
corner of Hermosa and Sierra 
Madre boulevard. 


In an attempt to lay the groundwork for tangible aid to the 
residents of the Canyon area, the Sierra Madre Chamber of Com¬ 
merce is undertaking a survey of conditions there. 

At last Thursday’s Board of Director’s meeting, the Chamber 
voted to send a questionnaire to each Canyon resident, asking 
that comments be made on what the resident thinks can be done 
to make the area a better place in which to live. 

The questionnaire will ask 
for specific complaints against 
existing conditions in the Can¬ 
yon, and will welcome recom¬ 
mendations for the alleviation 
of bad conditions. If the occu¬ 
pant is satisfied with the Can¬ 
yon as it now is, the Chamber 
wants to' know this, also. 

A list of the 300 residents of 
the Canyon is being compiled, 
and a questionnaire is bejng 
sent each one. In addition, ex¬ 
tra copies of the questionnaire 
are available at the Chamber 
office in the City Hall. 

Attorney Noren Eaton, who 
prepared the questionnaire, said 
that each blank will be direct¬ 
ed to a specific address, rath¬ 
er than just a person’s name 
who may or may not still live 
in the area. 

“This,” he said, “will insure 
the Chamber’s obtaining an ac¬ 
curate survey of conditions 
from persons who know them 
as they now are.” 

The letter requests that resi¬ 
dents be concise and specific 
as to the location of the condi¬ 
tion complained of. The street 
address, and even the lot num¬ 
ber, if possible, of the unde¬ 
sirable condition should be 
listed. 

Residents are reminded to 
state just how the condition de¬ 
scribed contributes to the trou¬ 
bles in the Canyon. If more 
than one condition is com¬ 
plained about, the Chamber 
asks that a separate > sheet of 
paper be used for each one. 

A place is provided at the 
bottom of each questionnaire 
for the occupant to write his 
proposed solution to the prob¬ 
lem. The blank asks for either 
a general or a specific pro¬ 
posed solution. 

Eaton said he is preparing 
a large-scale map of the Can¬ 
yon area which will show each 
lot. As the questionnaires are 
returned, the location of the 
spot being complained about

Oglethorpe, 
St. Bernard, 
Dies in Visit 


Last week’s tour of residences and watershed areas in the 
northern reaches of Sierra Madre revealed that the U. S. Forestry 
Service is now providing adequate routine fire protection. 

William V. Mendenhall, supervisor of the Angeles National 
Forest, and Sierra Madre Fire Chief Jim Heasley, who made the 
tour, will jointly recommend, however, that additional funds be 
granted for supplementary pa¬ 
trols on crowded week-ends, or 
on days of extremely low hu¬ 
midity or high wind. 

Heasley reports that he and 
Mendenhall found the areas 
under question to be “fairly 
well patrolled,” and that extra 
patrols probably would not be 
necessary except in an emer¬ 
gency. 

The two men will submit 
their findings to the City Coun¬ 
cil when It meets Tuesday 
night. The Council had called 
for a showdown with the U. S. 

Forest Service over how much 
fire protection this city could 
expect and Was getting. 

Councilman Herman Barter 
had asked whether the $520

The gigantic St. Bernard dog 
was shot four times when, 
straying more than a mile from 
his home at 610 Auburn, he 
pushed his way into the resi¬ 
dence of William Knesevich. 
43 W. Highland. 

Although the dog’? mistress, 
Mrs. W. Murray Hawkins, in 
sists that he always was friend¬ 
ly and loved to play with chil¬ 
dren, she admits that his 
frightening appearance in a 
stranger’s bedroom might cause 
justifiable alarm. 

Knezevich, a deputy sheriff 
in the Altadena substation, re¬ 
ports that he was awakened by 
the weight of Oglethorpe’s body 
on his bed and the frightened 
screams of his children. He 
states that he tried every pos¬ 
sible method to scare the dog 
away but to no avail. In des¬ 
peration, and in trying to pro¬ 
tect his family from an animal 
he feared to be vicious, he 
drew his service revolver and 
fired four times. 

Blind with pain from the 
searing wounds, Oglethorpe 
struggled out the door and in¬ 
to the street. The dog began 
a mile-long death march home. 

Two telephone calls to the 
Police Department traced the 
dying animal’s route. Mjs. John 
Bridgland, 15 E. Mira Monte, 
and Mrs. Jesse Groomer, 465 N. 
Baldwin avenue, reported see¬ 
ing the huge,, blood-spattered 
dog struggling north. 

When he finally reached his 
home, Oglethorpe could Just 
barely lift himself into the 
family station wagon. Mrs. 
Hawkins rushed the dying St. 
Bernard to the veterinarian— 
but it was too late.

Pasadena Leads 
Four States in 
Overseas Relief 

Pasadena led all cities of the 
western states in contributing 
supplies to the Church World 
Service, Protestant agency for 
overseas relief and reconstruc¬ 
tion, during the first six months 
of this year. 

According to the Service’s 
figures Pasadena shipped a 
total of 9,398 pounds of cloth¬ 
ing and food for the relief pro¬ 
gram. 

The announcement did not 
note any contribution from 
Sierra Madre. 

The agency revealed that the 
entire country’s total for the 
first six months is 159,665 
pounds of supplies shipped to 
14 countries, of which more 
than one half was clothing for 
men, women, and children. 

11,293 pounds of the contribu¬ 
ted supplies were shoes. Sugar, 
beans, fruit concentrate and 
other bulk food amounted to 
56,210 pounds.

There are veterans, however, 
who will be eligible to receive 
the benefit beyond July 25. Ac¬ 
cording to the Veteran’s Ad¬ 
ministration regulation, “any 
payable week of unemploy¬ 
ment must occur not later than 
two years after discharge, or 
two years after July 25, 1947, 
whichever is later.” 

Congressional action may 
extend the deadline beyond 
July 25, 1949, but as yet there 
is no definite word on such ac¬ 
tion, the VA said.

other room. "It’s right in front, 
on the cupboard shelf, in a co¬ 
coa tin marked ‘matches’.”

It need not be said that we 
are in the midst of the dry 
season, but we say it anyway. 

It 
would make your spine snap. 

Because of this dangerous 
condition surrounding us, we 
simply must be reminded often. 
If there are neighbors near you 
who are unaware, let us tell 
them of the danger. It will not 
be "squealin’. We won’t tell 
them that a complaint has been 
sent In. Most people are grate¬ 
ful for a sensible reminder. 

According to three University 
of Chicago sociologists, you be¬ 
long to one of six classes: 

1. UPPER UPPER—Old fam¬ 
ily. Bought up the County ear¬ 
ly. Don’t care what people 
think of them. Belong to many 
clubs but take no active part. 
Go in for family retainers: old 
well-polished cars; dress for 
dinner; Eastern Colleges, and 
family portraits. Have “li-brur- 
ries” and drawing rooms. 

2. LOWER UPPER. Haven’t 
gotten quite so far financially. 
Still worry about what others 
think of them. 

3. UPPER MIDDLE. The pros¬ 
perous country club set. Not 
old family but "society.” Go in 
for book review groups, the lat¬ 
est in fashions, and the smart¬ 
est resorts; cocktail parties; 
bridge—neurotic wives; custom- 
built cars; and the newest con¬ 
vertibles. 

4. LOWER MIDDLE. Slightly 
poorer people desperately as¬ 
piring toward the next rung. 

5. UPPER LOWER. Like the 
Upper Upper group in that they 
don’t care what people think 
about them. Read mostly news¬ 
papers. Go in for city sponsored 
sports; bowling and roller 
skating, and refer to the 
“folks.” More formal entertain¬ 
ing is done in the “front room,” 
but the kitchen is the hub of 
activity. 

6. LOWER LOWER. Families 
regarded by the community as 
just not worth anything moral¬ 
ly and financially. 

Choose your class and enjoy 
yourself. 

There are many requests 
coming in for evening barbe¬ 
cue fires. These must be ap¬ 
proved. If there is reasonable 
safety, permits will be issued, 
but not otherwise. The fine co¬ 
operation in this respect is 
highly acknowledged. From 
now until rain comes, there is 
great danger. You know it, of 
course you do. We urgently ask 
that if outdoor fires are 
planned, the fire department be 
contacted. Advice will be gra¬ 
ciously taken and given. We 
are only trying to help. If we 
work together, we WILL keep 
the FIRES OUT.

If you arrive home some night and find a black panther 
crouched on the rug, ready to spring at your throat, don’t be 
alarmed. 

Do not call the police or the zoo until you have checked more 
closely. In all probability, it will be a pottery panther made by 
Bevan Kilns. 

Owner Charles W. G. Bevan 
estimates that his plant will 
soon make approximately 5000 
of the fearfully-realistic art 
pieces each day. 

Panthers, however, are only 
one of the many types of clay 
art work his concern produces. 

Candy boxes, cigarette cases, 
and many kinds of trays also 
are specialties of the business, 
located principally at 97 E. 

Montecito. 

‘‘Main purpose of Bevan 
Kilns,” Bevan explained, “is to 
take expensive museum pieces 
and to bring them down to 
where every person is able to 
purchase them.” 

YEARS OF WORK 
He indicated, as an example, 
the 24-in, low-crouch panthers 
which have been retailed else¬ 
where for approximately $15. 

“We sell the same thing for 
one-fifth that price,” Bevan 
said with pardonable pride. 

The pottery maker said that 
his process represents 12 years 
of work. By closely studying 
methods of production and 
tricks of operation, “we are 
doing things no one else can 
do,” he stated. 

“Our approach always has 
been one of science, rather than 
looking on the work as merely 
a job.” He explained that many 
hours each week still are spent 
in the lab, perfecting new pro¬ 
cesses and methods. 

‘Through the laboratory, it 
was possible for us to discover 
many ancient Chinese formu¬ 
las that had been lost for 
years,” he continued. 

NO URANIUM 

Bevan pointed out that gov¬ 
ernmental restrictions had orig¬ 
inally hampered his glaze for¬ 
mulas. Since the atomic age 
began, private use of uranium 
oxides has been prohibited in 
this country. 

“In spite of this handicap,” 
he declared, “my company has 
been able to outdo all other 
countries when it comes to real¬ 
istic and brilliant shades of 
color.” 

He proudly indicated a bright 
fire-engine red pottery figurine, 
the color of which, he said, is 
impossible of duplication any¬ 
where else in the United States 
without the use of uranium. 

The company uses approxi¬ 
mately 75 to 100 tons of clay 
each month. The clay is of a 
special type and is ordered ac¬ 
cording to rigid formulas. 

Most of the clay body used by 
the company combines clay
